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NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 

Retail'Trade  in  August.  -     Turnover  of  large-scale  retailers  of  chemists'  wares 
in  August  was  10  per  cent,  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  the  value  of  stocks 
(at  cost)  at  the  end  of  the  month  was  13  per  cent,  higher.    The  index  number  of 
sales  was  122.    Turnover  of  independent  chemists  was  3  per  cent,  higher  than  ill 
August  1949;    the  index  number  of  sales  was  108. 

Cotton-wool  Price  Increase.  -    Increases  of  5d.  per  lb.  in  the  price  of  cotton- 
wool B.  P.  C.  and  absorbent  gauze  B.  P.  C.  ,  and  of  7|d.  per  lb.  in  that  of 
hospital  quality  cotton  wool  are  announced  in  an  amendment  to  the  price  list  of  the 
Dressings  Manufacturers'  Association  just  published.    The  new  prices  are  effect- 
ive from  October  16. 

Priority  for  Development  Areas.  -    The  Ministry  of  Health  has  written  to  hos- 
pital management  committees,   suggesting  that  in  buying  under  contract  they 
should  give  preference  to  firms  manufacturing  goods  in  development  areas,  other 
things  being  equal,  by  offering  them  a  share  of  the  contract  at  the  established 
competitive  price 

Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy.  -     The  Liverpool  Education  Committee  has  been 
recommended  by  a  sub-committee  to  accept  an  offer  by  Mr.  H.  Humphrey  Jones, 
to  dispose  of  fixtures,  fittings,  scientific  equipment  etc.  ,  in  connection  with  the 
purchase  of  the  Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy. 

Renfrews  Chemists  to  Resign.  -     In  Renfrewshire  eighty-two  chemists  have 
intimated  that  they  are  resigning  from  the  National  Health  Service  on  November  30 
The  number  of  chemists'  shops  in  the  county  not  affected  by  the  resignations  is 
"twenty-five.    Seven  of  the  eight  shops  in  Paisley  which  will  continue  to  operate  the 
service  belong  to  multiple  companies  or  co-operative  societies. 

N.H.S.  Handbook  for  Doctors.  -    The  Ministry  of  Health  will  shortly  issue,  to 
each  doctor  on  Executive  Councils'  lists  a  handbook  which  explains  the  operation 
of  the  National  Health  Service  in  detail,  from  the  administrative  and  operational 
points  of  view.    The  information  includes  details  on  the  supply  of  drugs  and 
appliances,  and  a  list  of  appliances  and  reagents  which  may  be  supplied  under  the 
scheme.    It  is  up  to  date  to  June  30. 

Lectures  on  Photography.  -     A  series  of  fifteen  fortnightly  lectures  on  photo- 
graphy organised  by  the  Irish  Branch  of  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Association  will 
begin  in  Dublin  shortly  for  the  benefit  of  chemists  and  assistants,  who  are' inter- 
ested in  photographic  salesmanship  and  service.    The  lectures  will  commence  at 
8-15  p.m.  on  alternate  Monday  nights.    The  fee  for  the  course  is  lOs.  6d.

The  Manx  Chemists'  Association  at  an  emergency  meeting  on  October  1  decide 
not  to  operate  the  sixpenny  charge  for  Health  Service  prescriptions  because  the 
warning  given  to  the  public  was  in  their  opinion,   inadequate      In  a  letter  to  the 
Health  Service  Board  the  Association  stated  "The  only  notice  to  the  public  that  a 
Dart  of  the  Recovery  of  Charges  Regulation  was  to  be  put  into  operation  on  Octob 
1  was  that  given  in  the  "Insular  Press"  .  .     two  days  ago      By  this  notice,  only 
the  charges  for  containers,  were  to  be  imposed,  and  as  regards  the  charge  for 
each  prescription  form,   it  was  stated  that  a  further  announcement  would  be  mad 
at  a  later  date.     The  Regulation  itself  provices  that  adequate  notice  must  be  give 
before  any  of  the  charges  are  imposed      It  is  doubtful  whether  sufficient  notice  h 
been  given  of  the  imposing  of  the  charges  for  containers,  but  no  notice  whatever 
has  been  given  to  the  public  of  the  intention  to  impose  a  charge  for  prescription, 
forms  from  October  1.     Furthermore,  neither  the  chemists  nor  the  public  have 
received  any  intimation,  as  to  who  are  the  persons  within  the  exempted  classes 
referred  to  in  the  Regulations.  "    The  Committee  on  October  4  discu  ,sed  the 
Board's  reply  which  was  that  the  regulations  must  stand      The  chemists  decided! 
to  'maintain  the  oresent  position  not  to  charge  until  the  matter  had  been  discussel 
at  a  general  meeting  , 

At  a  full  reDresentative  meeting  of  the  Manx  Chemists'  Association  held  in 
Douglas  on  October  5  it  was  decided,  after  much  discussion,  to  operate  the 
Health  Board  Regulations  requiring  the  levy  of  sixpence  per  prescription  form,  I 
from  October  9,    but  under  protest 

On  the  same  day  Isle  of  Man  doctors  who  do  their  own  dispensing  decided  to  1 
refuse  to  collect  the  levy.  The  position  was  to  be  reviewed  again,  however,  by! 
the  Isle  of  Man  Medical  Society  at  a  subsequent  general  meeting. 

THE  NORTHERN  IRELAND  "CUT"  IN  DETAIL

For  the  months  from 
September  to  November  a  provisional  deduction  of  eight  per  cent,   will  be  made  I 
and  if  there  is  ultimate  agreement  on  any  amended  basis  of  remuneration  more  1 
favourable  to  chemists  the  revised  terms  will  have  retrospective  effect  to 
September  1.     No  deduction  will  be  made  in  the  first  instance  during  the  months 
September  to  November  from  payments  for  expensive  drugs  where  the  net  cost  $ 
over  £5,  and,  under  existing  arrangements    immediate  payments  are  made  if  s  C 
claimed.     If  there  is  any  subsequent  agreement  as  to  revised  remuneration  it  w 
have  retrospective  effect  to  September  1.     The  rate  of  profit  on  trusses  and  ela£ 
hosiery  where  measuring  and  fitting  have  been  carried  out  by  the  chemist  will  bl 
increased  from  3 3 ^  per  cent,   oncost  to  50  per  cent,   on   cost  with  retrospective 
effect  to  April  1.     The  official  investigation  into  the  drug  pricing  procedure  will 
conducted  expeditiously  in  an  endeavour  to  improve  deficiencies  in  the  system.

Mr.   F.  G.   Wells  (a  council  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  writes: - 
f  the  happy  knack  of  making  friends  can  be  counted  upon  as  one  of  the  successes 
bf  life  then  Tommy  Marns  was  indeed  successful  for  I  know  of  no  one  who  had  a 
greater  circle  of  friends.    The  large  number  of  friends  that  paid  tribute  to  his 
pnemory  at  his  funeral  testified  to  his  popularity.    It  was  my  privilege  to  know 
'Tommy"  very  well  and  we  spent  many  happy  times  together  especially  in  his 
eloved  Channel  Islands.    It  was  there  during  one  of  our  visits,  he  as  President, 
nd  I  as  chairman  of  the  Organisation  Committee  that  the  Channel  Island  Branch 
f  the  Society  was  inaugurated.    He  had  a  vast  knowledge  of  pharmaceutical  affairs 
nd  personalities  and  he  was  highly  esteemed  by  his  colleagues  in  the  Society's 
ouncil.,    When  he  was  elected  President  the  vote  was  not  only  unanimous  but  no 
ther  name  was  even  mentioned.    This  was  repeated  for  his  second  term  of  office., 
ne  of'the  high  lights  of  his  term  of  office  was  when  he  presided  at  the  Guildhall 
anquet  during  the  British/Pharmaceutical  Conference  then  held  in  London,  and 
his  speech  that  night,  given  without  a  note,  kept  up  the  highest  traditions  of  the 
Society.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in  London  on 
October  4,  the  President  (Mr    A.  A.  Meldrum)  in  the  chair.    The  President 
reported,  with  regret,  the  death  of  Mr    Thomas  Marns,  (see  C     &  D    October  7, 
p.  426)   and  of  Professor  W.J    Dilling.    Mr    F.G.  Wells  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Mr    Marns.    All  present  stood  for  a  moment  in  silence,  and  the 
Council  placed  on  record  its  deep  sense  of  loss 
Manpower 

The  Council  appointed  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  President,  the  Vice- 
President,  the  Treasurer,  Messrs.  T.Heseltine,  D  W.Hudson,  and  H  Clement 
Shaw,  to  consider  what  further  steps  should  be  taken  on  the  manpower  question. 
Law  Committee 

In  July  and  August  1950,  the  Society's  inspectors  and,  agents  visited  1920  author- 
ised sellers,  413  listed  "sellers ,  and  1053  drug  stores  and  similar  traders.'  Twenty- 
two  cases  of  alleged  infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  considered  and 
appropriate  action  was  taken. 
Control  over  Expenditure 

A  recommendation  submitted  by  the  Council's  Establishment  Committee  "that  the 
Secretary  and  Registrar  be  authorised  at  his  discretion  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
replacement  up  to  £25  of  any  articles  of  clothing  of  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Society  which  may  have  been  accidently  damaged  in  the  course  of  their  duties"  gave 
rise  to  a  somewhat  heated  discussion.    Mr.  H.  M.  Hirst  moved  that  the  amount  be 
reduced  to  £10.    The  Treasurer,  (Mr.  W.S.  Howells)  seconding,  protested  at 
what  he  called  "free-lance"  commitments  of  the  Society's  funds      Mr.  C.  W 
Maplethorpe  said  he  was  getting  tired  of  coming  there  to  waste  time  over  such 
•trivialities.    They  should  place  some  confidence  in  the  judgment  of  the  senior 
executive  officers  of  the  Society  on  these  matters.    Mr.  Hughes  said  that  if  they 
accepted  that  principle  there  would  be  no  reason  for  them  to  come  there  at  all.  If 
the  contingencies  were  so  rare  they  could  be  considered  at  the  Council  table  '  Mr. 
T.  Reid  said  that  Mr,  Maplethorpe  was  trying  to  bring  the  Council  to  a  sense  of 
proportion-,  and  he  endorsed  what  he  had  said.    Mr.  H.  Steinman  said  that  they 
must  take  heed  of  the   Treasurer's  warnings  in  toto.    The  motion  for  a  reduction 
was  lost,  and  the  recommendation  was  approved. 
Pharmacists  in  H.  M.  Forces 

Moving  that  the  Council  should  consider  action  to  ensure  the  utilisation  of 
pharmacists'  services  in  H.  M.  Forces  in  a  professional  capacity,  and  with  suitable 
rank,  Mr.  McNeal  said  that  he  was  repeating  what  he  had  proposed  in  1937.  In 
the  second  world  war,  on  the  experience  of  the  first,  pharmacists  obtained  more 
recognition  from  the  Government,  though  they  were  often  employed  in  the  partic- 
ular branch  of  activity  for  which  they  were  qualified  but  under  unqualified  control. 
Pharmacists  should  be  used  not  only  in  dispensing  medicines,  but  in  taking  charge 
of  the  stores  of  medicinal  preparations  required  by  the  medical  profession,  and 
in  assisting  the  doctors  in  the  advanced  posts  where  things  had  sometimes  to  be 
done  extemporaneously.    He  asked  the  Council  to  take  steps  to  make  further  con- 
tact with  the  Government  with  a  view  to  securing  recognition  of  pharmacists  or, 
to  set  up  a  corps  and  train  it  themselves  or  both.    Mr.  Wells  seconded  the  motion. 
Mr.  T.  Reid  moved  as  an  amendment  which  was  later  carried  that  the  words  "in 
the  event  of  war"  which  appeared  in  the  original  motion,  be  deleted.    Mr.  Clement 
Shaw  said  that  the  status  of  members  of  the  Society,  should  be  increased  wherever 
they  were,  and  "even  in  the  Forces".    The  motion  as  amended  was  passed  to  the

(London),   Ltd.  ,  Easywork,   Ltd.  ,  and  others.     A  competition  for  the  best  retail 
aseptic  dispensary  shown  in  photographs  was  held  on  the  stand.    A  completely 
fitted  modern  shop  with  dispensing  department  filled  the  stand  of  Myers  of  Old 
Street.

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The  Torquay  Trade  Conference 

On  September  28,  representatives  of  thirty- 
nine  countries  assembled  at  Torquay  for 
what  is  described  as  the  "  largest  inter- 
ational  trade  bargaining  conference  ever 
held."  The  tariff  negotiations  are  expected 
to  last  for  several  months.  On  November 
2,  concurrently  with  the  negotiations,  the 
fifth  session  of  the  contracting  parties  to 
the  General  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and 
Trade  (G.A.T.T.)  will  meet  and  this  con- 
ference also  is  expected  to  continue  until 
after  Christmas.  During  the  tariff  negotia- 
tions the  United  Kingdom  and  several 
European  countries  are  to  ask  for  substan- 
tial reductions  in  United  States  customs 
duties,  while  the  U.S.  will  attempt  to 
secure  cuts  in  Imperial  preferences.  Under 
the  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreement,  America 
has  already  reduced  many  tariffs,  and  it 
is  thought  that  new  concessions  from 
that  country  will  be  fewer  than  were  gran- 
ted at  Geneva  and  Annegy.  Advance  dis- 
cussions that  have  taken  place  in  London 
between  delegates  from  Commonwealth 
countries  will  probably  have  led  to  a  com- 
mon policy  when  Imperial  preferences 
I  come  up  for  discussion. 

New  participants  to  the  Torquay  tariff 
talks  include  Western  Germany.  The  atten- 
dance of  a  delegate  from  that  country 
means  that  chemicals,  pharmaceutical  and 
optical  products,  excluded  at  the  Geneva 
and  Annegy  talks  owing  to  the  absence  of 
Germany,  a  "principal  supplier"  before 
the  war,  will  now  become  the  subject  of 
negotiations.  The  German  Federal  Govern- 


ment has  adjusted  tariffs  for  bargaining 
purposes,  and  the  acceptance  of  G.A.T.T. 
should  bring  some  stability  to  German 
commercial  policy. 

At  the  meeting  in  November,  the 
Americans  will  draw  attention  of  other 
countries  participating  in  G.A.T.T.  to  the 
discrimination  between  dollar  and  non-dol- 
lar imports.  Discussions  will  take  place  on 
the  granting  of  most-favoured-nation  treat- 
ment to  Japan.  There  are  many  other  con- 
troversial issues  that  will  come  up  for  dis- 
cussion. However,  previous  experience  of 
co-operation  between  the  contracting  par- 
ties in  the  past  augurs  well  for  the  Tor- 
quay conference.  Until  such  time  as  the 
International  Trade  Organisation  Charter 
becomes  operative,  the  periodical  G.A.T.T. 
conferences  are  important  influences  for 
good  in  the  continuation  of  international 
trade. 

Chloramphenicol  in  Whooping  Cough 

As  a  result  of  trials  in  a  series  of  twenty- 
five  early  cases  of  whooping-cough,  Khalil 
and  Abdin  ("Lancet,"  1950,  259,  307) 
describe  chloramphenicol  given  earlv  as 
having  "  transformed  an  intractable  and 
lengthy  disease  into  a  mild  and  almost  in- 
significant ailment."  The  best  dosage  sche- 
dule they  consider  is  50  mgm.  per  kilo 
body  weight  as  an  initial  dose  divided  into 
four  portions  given  over  forty-five  minutes, 
followed  by  50  mgm.  per  kilo  body  weight 
in  the  twenty-four  hours  divided  into  six- 
hourly  dosfcs.  This  dosage  is  continued  for 
a  week  (i.e.,  until  the  paroxysms  are  mild 
and  broken  up).  Thereafter  half  this  dos-- 
age  is  given  for  a  further  7-10  days.  The 
drug  was  given  in  a  "  gum-emulsion  syrup," 
and  provided  it  was  taken  on  an  empty 
stomach,  vomiting  seemed  to  cause  little 
trouble.

Agars  from  Various  Sources 

j.  l.  forsdike 
[Abstract] 
Agars  of  New  Zealand,  South  Africa, 
Australia,  British  and  Danish  origin  are 
commercially  available  in  Britain,  and  it 
was  thought  to  be  of  some  value  to  com- 
pare those  varieties  with  Japanese  strip 
agar,  normally  in  use  before  the  war  and 
now  again  on  the  market.  Points  to  which 
attention  was  directed  were  for  the  charac- 
ter and  strength  of  the  gel  produced ; 
melting-  and  setting-points  of  the  gel ;  ash 
values  and  microscopical  characters  of  the 
ash.  Gel  strength  was  measured  by  the 
Bloom  gelometer.  The  concentrations  of 
agar  required  to  produce  a  gel  equal  in 
strength  to  that  produced  by  i  per  cent, 
of  Japanese  agar  were  found  to  be : 

New  Zealand  0.7  per  cent. 

Australian  2.0  per  cent. 

South  African  1.0  per  cent. 

British  1.5  per  cent. 

Danish  1.5  per  cent. 

Other  considerations  apart,  British  and 
Danish  agars  were  found  to  be  ruled  out, 
so  far  as  the  official  standards  are  con- 
cerned, by  their  high  ash  values.

Discussion 

Inviting  discussion  on  the  paper  the 
chairman  stressed  the  importance  of  the 
work.

Such  a  correlatifi 
might  form  the  basis  of  a  better  test.

The  use  of  alcoholic  supporting 
electrolyte  is  found  to  eliminate  adsorption 
pnd  enables  normal  polarographic  waves 
to  be  obtained.    The  aminoacridines  are 
pown  to  undergo  electro-reduction  in  two 
widely  separated   one-electron   steps,  the 
first  product  of  reduction  being   a  free 
radical,  apparently  of  great  stability.

Chromatography  of  Senna 

George  H.  Macmorran 
[Abstract] 
There  are  few  references  to  chromato- 
graphic examination  as  applied  to  senna 
or  other  anthraquinone-containing  drugs. 
In  the  chromatographic  examination  of 
senna  extracts  alumina  was  first  used  by 
the  author  as  the  adsorbent.  Separation 
into  coloured  zones  took  place  readily  but 
elution  of  the  adsorbed  substances  was 
difficult,  probably  owing  to  their  combina- 
tion with  the  alumina  to  form  lakes.  The 
search  for  a  mc4~e  suitable  adsorbent  was 
not  entirely  successful.  Heavy  magnesium 
carbonate  gave  most  promise,  the  fact  that 
it  dissolves  readily  in  dilute  acids  (thus 
liberating  the  adsorbed  substances  for  ex- 
traction by  an  immiscible  solvent)  being 
useful.  Its  disadvantage  was  its  alkalinity, 
which  might  lead  to  decomposition  of  the 
adsorbate.  Acetylation  of  the  hydroxy- 
anthraquinone  derivatives  before  chroma- 
tography reduced  the  extent  to  which  they 
were  adsorbed,  and  made  elution  easier. 
Atmospheric  oxidation  of  anthrones  to  an- 
thraquinones  may  take  place  in  presence  of 
alkali,  and  may  occur  on  a  chromato- 
graphic column.

Discussion 

Dr.  J.  W.  Fairbairn  confirmed  Dr.  Mac- 
morran's  findings  concerning  the  use  of 
different  adsorbents,  and  added  that  some 
of  the  glycosides  of  senna  appeared  to  be 
very  sensitive  to  alkali.  He  asked  whether 
anthraquinone  derivatives  were  found  in 
the  columns  represented  by  figures  i  and 
4,  and  said  that  ethyl  alcohol  was  a  poor 
solvent  for  senna  glycosides. 

Dr.  Macmorran  said  that  zone  i  shown 
in  figure  i  gave  reactions  for  free  but  no 
reactions  for  combined  anthraquinone  de- 
rivatives. Some  of  the  glycosides  might 
have  been  hydrolysed  on  the  column  indi- 
cated in  the  other  figure.
